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SUBJECT: SECURITY/POLITICAL SITUATION IN SIND 

1. SUMMARY: THE COMMERCIAL LIEE OF KARACHI WAS BROUGHT 
TO A NEAR STANDSTILL MAY 1 1 BY A DAYTIME CURFEW AND A 
HARTAL CALLED EOR BY THE PNA. SCATTERED VIOLENT INCIDENTS 
INCLUDED ONE IN WHICH THE SECURITY FORCES EIRED ON 
DEMONSTRATORS. AN EVEN TIGHTER CURLEW HAS BEEN CLAMPED 
ON THE CITY MAYI2. ATTENDANCE AT WORK PLACES IS GREATER 
THAN MAY 1 1 BUT STILT. FAR BELOW NORMAL. THE ANTI-AMERICAN 
PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN IN KARACHI CONTINUES AT HIGH INTENSITY. 

THE PNA HAS CALLED EOR ANOTHER HARTAL MAY 13. END 
SUMMARY. 

2. UNDER A CURLEW EOR MOST OE THE DAY AND A PNA CALL 
EOR A 24-HOUR HARTAL, KARACHI WAS LARGELY PARALYZED 
MAY 11. PUBLIC TRANSPORT WAS VIRTUALLY INOPERATIVE, 

MOST SHOPS WERE CLOSED, THE PORT WAS BARELY EUNCTIONING, 
ATTENDANCE AT OEFICES AND EACTORIES WAS SPOTTY. THERE 
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WERE INCIDENTS OE VIOLENCE BEFORE THE CURFEW BEGAN AT 
0800 AND ALSO DURING THE RELAXATION PERIOD EROM 1400 TO 
1600. ROADS WERE OBSTRUCTED TEMPORARILY IN LIAQUATABAD 
AND NAZIMABAD, STONES WERE THROWN AT ARMY AND POLICE 
VEHICLES AND A SMALL BOMB WAS THROWN AT A POLICE VEHICLE 
IN JINNAH ROAD. POLICE EIRING ON DEMONSTRATORS RESULTED 
IN ONE OEEICIALLY ADMITTED WOUNDING AND THERE ARE 
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RUMORS THAT SEVERAL PERSONS WERE KILLED. AN ATTACK ON 
AN ARMY VEHICLE IN THE BURNS ROAD AREA RESULTED IN 
SOLDIERS SEVERELY BEATING BYSTANDERS, ACCORDING TO ONE 
OE OUR LOCAL EMPLOYEES. 

3. ACCORDING TO OFEICIAL NEWS RELEASESES THERE WERE NO 
INCIDENTS IN HYDERABAD MAY 1 1 BUT THE HARTAL IS OFFICIALLY 
ACKNOWLEDGED TO HAVE BEEN AT LEAST PARTIALLY SUCCESSFUL 
IN MIRPUR KHAS, SANGHER, NAWABSHAH AND SHAHDADPUR, 

AND THE PRESS REPORTS SEVERAL SMALL BOMB EXPLOSIONS 

IN NAWABSHAH. ONE OF OUR LOCAL EMPLOYEES WHO WAS IN 
HYDERABAD MAY 1 1 REPORTS THAT THERE WERE IN FACT 
SPORADIC INCIDENTS, INCLUDING A HAND GRENADE EXPLOSION, 
DURING THE DAY. HE REPORTS FURTHER THAT TENSION IS 
GROWING IN HYDERABAD AT THE SPREAD OF A STORY THAT A 
WOMAN WHO WAS STRUCK BY A RIFLE BUTT IN MIRPUR KHAS 
MAY 10 HAS DIED. 

4. IN APPARENT REACTION TO THE SIGNS OF RESURGENT PNA 
AGGRESSIVENESS ON MAY II, THE MARTIAL LAW AUTHORITIES 
TIGHTENED THE DAYTIME CURFEW MAY 12. IT IS IN EFFECT FROM 
0800 TO 2000 IN WEST KARACHI, MALIR, DRIGH COLONY, 

AND SUBSTANTIAL PORTIONS OF THE CENTRAL CITY NOTABLY BURNS 
ROAD AND JINNAH ROAD. THE REST OF THE CITY IS UNDER 
CURFEW FROM 0800 TO 1400 AND 1700 TO 2000. AS OF MID- 
DAY MAY 12 THERE WERE NO CONFIRMED REPORTS OF DISTUR- 
BANCES, BUT THE SITUATION IS DESCRIBED AS TENSE BY 
RESIDENTS OF AREAS SUCH AS LIAQUATABAD. THERE ARE 
INDICATIONS THAT LIAQUATABAD MAY HAVE BEEN SEALED OFF 
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TO PREVENT PERSONS FROM EITHER ENTERING OR LEAVING THE 
AREA. 

5. ATTENDANCE OF LOCAL EMPLOYEES OF THE CONSULATE GENERAL 
VARIES BY SECTION MAY 12 BUT IS NO MORE THAN 40 PERCENT 
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IN ANY GIVEN OFFICE. BUSINESS FIRMS REPORT OFEICE ATTEND- 
ANCE RANGING FROM 40 TO 60 PERCENT OF THEIR OFEICER LEVEL 
PERSONNEL BUT A SMALLER TURNOUT AMONG CLERICAL PEOPLE 
DEPENDENT ON PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION. FACTORIES IN THE 
LANDHI/KORANGI AREA ARE FUNCTIONING MORE OR LESS 
NORMALLY BECAUSE THEY ARE OUTSIDE THE FULL 12 HOUR CURFEW 
ZONE, BUT AN AMERICAN FIRM REPORTS THAT IT IS HAVING 
DIFFICULTY MOVING ITS PRODUCTION OUT BECAUSE OF INADEQUATE 
TRUCK TRANSPORTATION AND THE FACT THAT ITS DISTRIBUTORS 
ARE NOT FUNCTIONING. ONLY A FEW FACTORIES ARE OPERATING 
IN THE SITE INDUSTRIAL AREA, WHICH IS COVERED BY THE 
STRICT CURFEW IN WEST KARACHI. CONGEN LOCAL EMPLOYEES 
WHO HAVE VISITED THE PORT TODAY REPORT THAT ABOUT 50 
PERCENT OF THE WORK FORCE REPORTED FOR DUTY, MERCHANTS 
ARE RELUCTANT TO TAKE UP THEIR INCOMING SHIPMENTS, AND 
FEW LOADED TRUCKS ARFI .PAVING THE PORT. 

6. KARACHI ENGLISH PRESS OF MAY 12 CARRIED LITTLE ANTI- 
AMERICAN CONTENT EXCEPT FOR NPT MORNING NEWS WHICH 
FEATURED A CRITICAL EDITORIAL AND A PPI WIRE SERVICE 
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STORY ON BACK PAGE IRONICALLY ALLEGING "VILIEICATION 
CAMPAIGN AGAINST PAKISTAN BEGINS IN U.S." MORNING 
NEWS ALSO BACKPAGED AN ARTICLE CLAIMING THAT BBC'S 
MARK TULLY, THE "TENTH STAR OF THE PNA FLAG " HAS BEEN 
ORDERED HOME AFTER AZIZ AHMED'S PROTESTS. DAWN 
CARRIED AN APP ARTICLE QUOTING FEDMIN EDUCATION WATTOO 
AS SAYING U.S. REFUSAL OF TEAR GAS SHOWS THAT U.S. 

WISHES PAK GOVT TO BE FORCED TO USE BULLETS TO STOP 
AGITATION. AMONG URDU DAILIES, THE CAMPAIGN CONTINUES 
UNABATED WITH EDITORIALS, BY-LINED ARTICLES, AND STORIES 
ON REASONS FOR U.S. INTERVENTION, CIA ACTIVITIES, 

INSIDIOUS U.S. AID, AND VARIOUS LABOR GROUPS' ANGER AT 
U.S. INTERVENTION. MASHRIQ, MUSAWAT AND AMAN 
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WERE ESPECIALLY RICH IN SUCH MATERIAL WHILE WEEKLY 
AL-FATAH CARRIED 1 16 NAMES OF ALLEGED CIA AGENTS WHO 
WORKED IN PAKISTAN UP TO 1968 FROM EAST GERMAN, DR. 

JULIUS MEADER'S BOOK, WHO IS WHO IN CIA. 

7. THE PNA HAS SCHEDULED ANOTHER HARTAL FOR MAY 13, 
JUDGING BY THE PNA HANDBILLS AND THE BEHAVIOR OF 
DEMONSTRATORS ON MAY II, THAT HARTAL WILL HAVE A 
SPECIFICALLY ANTI-ARMY TONE. THE ARMY WAS INSULTED 
YESTERDAY IN SHOUTED SLOGANS AND IN PNA LITERATURE WITH 
TAUNTS CITING THE SURRENDER IN EAST PAKISTAN AND ARMY 
BRUTALITY AGAINST CIVILIANS IN THE PRESENT CRISIS.
